OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Will Now Be Instituted in Con- 
nection With the Vaccina- 
tion MixeUp 


The tangle between the medical 
health officer of the city the Kdmon- 
ton public school board remains a 
tangle still. The medical health 
officer has caused proceedings against 
the board to be stayed. pending an 
interpretation of the act, and it ‘s 
now unlikély that any procedings will 
finally he instituted, as in a few days 
the schools will dismiss for the sum- 
mer vacation and the necessity <£ 
applying legal restrictions will have 
passed away. The chairman, how- 
ever, stated that the board would, 1f 
the medical health officer so required, 
cause every pupil at the opening cf 
the schools in September to produce 
the certificates stipulated by the 
Public Health Act. 

The opinion on. which the city’s 
medical health officer has caused pro- 
ceedings to be stayed is that submitt- 
ed by Acting City Solictor Newell, 
whose hurriedly considered opinion is 
to the effect that the Provincial 
Health Act unworkable tn 
ence to compulsory vaccination, 

The Opinion in Detail. 

The opinion is as follows: 

“In giving my opinion on this mat- 
ter, I would not wish you or the city 
commissioners to take it as a consid- 
ered opinion. T give you this as 
hest I can, considering the few min- 
utes T have had to wonsider the Pro- 
vinical Public Health act. The part 
of the act relating to “‘vaccination in 
schools,’ I consider very carelessly 
drawn, and I would think does not 
even give the intention of the per 
sons who drafted the act, This part 
of the act seems to me to be almost 
unworkable. 

The notice in this case was given 
by the city health officer to the secre- 
tary of the school board. 


refar. 


It seems clear that under section 
90 of the act, he is not the person 
to whom notice must be given. It 


was probably intended by the act that 
the notice should be given to him or 
some of the authorities of the school 
but it does not say so, and is as 
follows: 

“The medical health officer . . . 
+ + + « « may require a certificate 
to be handed by every pupil... . 
to the authorities.” It would there- 
fore seem clear that the medical 
health officer must himself require 
this of the pupil, in other words, he 
must notify the pupil to bring the cer. 
tificate. 

T have not been able to find any 
clause which would place on the see- 
retary or the board, or even the teach- 
ers a duty to give this notice, and 
until this notice is actually given 
to the pupils [ cannot find any liabil 
ity on any of the school authorities, 

This may make the act ver diffi- 
cult to carry out, but suppove the 
medical health officer could go to the 
school, and there give the notice to 
the pupils. 

This brings us to section 91 and the 
question then to be dee led, who is 
the “person haviag the centvol ever 
« school," Does it mera the teacher 
of the room the prinuyze!l of 
school, the trusta:s or the city super. 
intendent? To decide this, it is ne- 
cessary to see what this person is ex- 
pected to do. He is to “exclude the 
pupil who does not furnish a certi- 
cate.” It would seem to me that the 
teacher of the room is the one best 
in position to carry out this order, 
and is therefore the one intneded to 
be held responsible for the breach. 
This is my view, in spite of the fact 
that the word “or corporation” fol- 
lows the word “person.” 

The view [ take seeme to be streng- 
thened by the wording of section 89 
As far as I can learn, the teachers 
have not had any notice of the order 
ef the medical health officer, so think 
they are not liable, It may be that 
all the other above named persons 
are liable as well as the teacher in 
cakes Where the teacher is male. 

There is no doubt a mistake in seec- 
tion 91, as the words “When required 
so to do as prescribed by section 87 
of this act,’ have not the meaning 
probebly intended, as section 87 does 
uot require anything to be done ex- 
cept that the doctor is to give a cer- 
tifleate of sueceessful vaccination. 
This section would have some mean- 
ing if it referred to sections 89 and 90 
instead of as it does to section 87, as 
section 91 now reads IT do not think 
that there is any means of enforcing 
section 90, It was probably intend- 
ed that the words “when reuized to 
do so,” should have followed the 
vord “refusing” in the third line, and 
the words ‘at prescribed in section 
87 of this act” should have followed 
the word “vaceination”’ in the fourth 
line. This would give it a reasonable 
meaning. 

We have no right to speculate as 
to what the legislature intended, and 
in the present. condition of the act 
there seems nO means of enloreing 
section 90,"" 


Act is Workable. 

Mr. 8. B, Woods, deputy attorney 
general, stated that under the terms 
as set forth in the Public Health Act 
there was an effective course of pro. 
ceedure to secure the vaccination «f 
pupils or students by requiring them 
to submit a certificate of suceesaful 


fae 


vaccination from a medical practi- 
tioner, or to produce a certificate of 
immunity, 


The proceedure outlined in the act 
required the medical health ofiicer to 
notify the pupil to produce the eerti- 
ficate, and then look to the teacher,

| City’s Medical Health Officer 
Advises This As An 
Extra Precaution 


“There are perhaps no pathogenic, 
disease-producing impurities in the 
river water from which the city’s 
supply is obtained,”’ said Dr. Ternan, | 
the city’s medical health officer, this | 
morning, ‘but | would advise boiling 
the water as an extra precaution.”’ 

Dr. Ternan gave it xs his opinion 
that the murkiness of the water at 
present, and the unpleasant sensation 
caused by the particles of mud getting 
on the teeth of the individual who 
drinks the water unfiltered, is not 
dangerous to the public health, 

The high water has the tendency to 
purify the water by cleaning the 
banks of the river. When the water 
is lower it is more susceptible to con- 
tammation,

IRISH EXHIBITION. 


Mary Markwell, in a letter written 
to the Manitoba Free Press, gives us 
her opinion of the Irish International 
éxhibition, which is being held at 
Dublin. She believes that this fair 
will hold its own against all the big 
fairs which have ever gone before. 
“The site,” she says, “is a fine one 
in close proximity to the business cen- 
tre; the fifty-two acres beautifully 
laid out, picturesquely wooded and n 
scheme of landscape truly Irish in 
fone. Shrubs and flowered walks, 
pretty kiosks, chalets and bridges; a 
central octagonal court with four rad- 
jal wings, surmounted by a dome 150 
feet high. Round about this building 
are grouped British, foreign and eol- 
onial exhibits, and a splendid art gal- 
very, well lighted, contains gems of 
saintings, sculpture, manuscripts and 
elics of the heroes of Irish history. 
Walking through the rooms to-day I 
‘ame across such bits of closed pages 
8 “Victoria’s Coronation Chair,” Tom 
Moore’s harp, O’Connell's umbrella, 
‘mbroidered coat worn by Napoleon 
{, state chair (throne) of the O’Neills, 
vutograph verses of Dean Swift, ete. 

The Canadian pavillion, is a well 
built’ structure with the maple lenf 
tleaning from its white walls, Mr. 
Hutchison, who acted in the same 
capacity at St. Louis, is in charge of 
the building. A striking feature of 
the building is “the panorama seen 
ander strong electric light; in it you 
get all Canada, its fields, ranches, 
eattle, horses, wild animals, birds and 
flowers. It is splendidly arranged 
and a throng of people surround it. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
arranged sections showing cereals, 
grasses, birds, fish, etc. The arrange 
ment of the mining exhibit is much 
the same as it was at the St. Louis 
Fair. Cobalt holds a prominent posi- | 
tion in this department, 

The dairy products of Canada are 
most artistically arranged butter is 
moulded to represent fruit and flow- 
ers and even scenes from fary life. 
Canada is fortunate in having such 
a capabe man as Mr. Hutchison to 
take charge of her exhibits.” 

The Irish industries naturally hold 
an important place in this exhibit— 
chjef amongst these are the beautiful 
Irish laces, which, thanks to the en- 
ergy and zeal of, tthe. Countess ci 
Aberdeen, have beedme so popular. 
But Mary Markwell-tells us in her 
letter that these aces may be bought 
at a small cost, in fact spenks cf 
them as “such wonderful bargains.” 
Is this not a temptation? We who 
have looked upon Irish crochet and 
Carrickinacross as such expensive lux-' 
uries. Last winter I knew a Cana- 
dian lady who paid in New York $500 
for an Trish crotchet lace blouse, and 
now Mary Markwell suggests that we 
should write to Het’ Excellepcy, and 
secure a price list at Onee, Trish laces 
and Irish homespun cloths; Irish pop- 
lins are world renowned, and yet we 
put our money in American shoddy 
and Japanese adulterations.” 

This seems too good an opportunity 
to lose, and if, when this price list 
hrrives, we are tempted to indnige in 
a little extravagance, we may console 
ourselves with the thought that the 
Irish peasants are very poor, and 
that we are doing a work of charity 
in buying their handiwork,

C.P.R. HAS NOT YET PAID. - 


FOR CONFISCATED COAL 


Red Tape System of Accounting Has Prevented Taber Mine 


Operator to Receive $5,000 
Jamieson Before 


Owing Him.--General Supt. 
Coal Commission 


Staff Correspondence. 

Banff, June 18—There was a car 
shortage last year. The C. P. R. ad- 
mits it. The reason-why, they say, 
was because they couldi't help it. 
General Superintendent Jamieson told 
a good story, too. He had the situ- 
ation at his ‘fingers’ ends.”. The op- 
erators claimed the shortage did not 
exist wholly in the winter moriths, but 
was just as bad in the summer 
months. The ©, P, R. doesn’t deny 
it, but in reply says troubles will oc- 
cur even on a railfoad, and accidents, 
weshouts and other occurrences pre- 
vent good intentions being carried out. 
Consequently thé mines must suffer. 

Car Shortage and Its Cause. 

Generally speaking, thé general su- 
perintendent cast the blame for the 
car shortage at four doors :— 

(1)—The unexpected and remark- 
able development of the country, ne- 
cessitating the closest attention of the 
railroads and a tax on transportation 
facilities. 

(2)—-The unprecedented and appal- 
liing weather conditions of last win- 
ter, which he claimed were combatted 
better by the C. P. R. than any other 
road in similar territory. 

(3)—The inability of car and loco: 
motive manufacturers to keep up with 
the demand for their products. New | 
rolling stock was being added all the 
time, but not sufficient to keep up 
with the expansion of the country. 

(4)—The scarcity of labor. On this 
account they were handicapped to-, 
day, especially in track and building ! 
work. They were unable to accom. | 
plish work tha thad been planned on | 
this account. | 

Coal Storage } 

When the C. P, R. has a surplus 
of coal it stores it at four principal 
points—Calgary, Macleod, Medicine | 
Hat and Swift Current. Starting in| 
with last winter they had 2,000 tons at | 
Medicine Hat and Swift Current and 
the daily consumption of coal in this | 
division reached from 1,200 to 1,500} 
tons. During the entire winter they 
had no more than a_week’s supply 
ahead at any time. He also pointed 
out that other freight besides coal had | 
to be moved and they tried to move | 
it in the order of its importance. At | 
the time of the recent strike they were 
compelled, in order to keep the road 


operating, to confiscate commercial | 
coal, but not more than could be } 
avoided. ° | 


Payment For Confiscated Coal.

In addition 
to these 45 Chinese, who are exempt 
from the charge, being merchants o7 
returning Chinese, entered, making a 
total number of arrivals, 111. ‘Two or 
three sessions ago Parliament raised 
the Chinese tax from $100 to $500, 
and for a year afterwards there were 
very few arrivals from China, Three 
months ago they began to come again, 
and the arrivals have been increas- 
ing steadily ever since,

New York, June 19—Thomas A. Edi 
son, in an interview yesterday, stated 
that for the rest of his life he intends 
to devote all his attention to scienti 
fic problems without a tl ought of 
whéther or not their solution would 
bring financial gain. Mr. Edison mad: 
the prediction that before long seienc: 
would enable the farmer to enrich hi 
lands by means of nitrogen from thr 
air. 

“The element necessagy for making 
land fertile,” he said, “is nitrogen 
which exists in almost inexhaustible 
quantities in the atmosphere. Unti 
recently, however, the utilization o 
“Atmospheric nitrogen was regarded a 
merely a laboratory demonstration 
Business men said it could never be 
obtained cheap enough to sell to the 
farmer as fertilizer 

“But the day is just about to dawi 
when the air will be made to give it 
nitrogen to the earth, and to make 4 
yield more abundant harvests and fat 
ter herds of cattle, In Norway a plan 
has been established which has beer 
conducted with such good results that 
I expect to see atmosphere fertilize: 
on the market in this country withir 
the next ten years 

“That such a product will soon b 


imperatively necessary there is ne 
doubt. Every shipload of wheat an: 
eorn which goes abroad leaves thi

That commune, fer seme monthe 
past, has been af war with the author- 
ities. The commune insists on the 
dismissal of the local schoolmaster, 
while the prefect refuses to entertain 
te demand, As’ a protest the muni- 
cipal council resigned in a beady. Re- 
élected without opposition, it still re- 
fused to carry out its duties, and was 
dissolved by pretectoral decree, 

The electors then agreed to go on 


strike and not to vote for a new 
council, This agreement was serup- 
nlously observed on the first day’s 
voting. On the day of the second 


ballot, rendered necessary by the fail- 
ure to secure a council, a young 
quarry worker appeared and declared 
that he was going to vote for a list of 
candidates he handed in. 

He had made a bet, it appeared,that 


he would vote for this list, and no- 
thing that could be said would dis- 
snade him from his purpose. As a 


consequence, his list, which contained 
th names of the parish priest, tne 
beadle, some shopkeepers and work- 
men, was duly returned as the muni- 
cipal council, 

The certifiente of this extraordinary 
election was sent to the prefect, who 
after some hesitation, had to admit 
that from a legal point of view it 
eould not be combatted, and the new 
municipal councillors were confirmed 
in their functions. The prefect, there- 
fore, called upon them to meet and 
choose a mayor, 

The council duly met and showed 
signs of taking its duties most seri- 
ously. The members announced that 
they were ready to begin their duties 
condition that the prefect would 
dismiss the schoolmaster. The pre- 
fect is now completely at a loss what 
to do. If he dissolves the council, the 
comedy will only begin afresh, 

But this is not the end of the com 
plications. Among the new councilors 
is the parish priest. By the separa- 
tion law it is forbidden tor a priest to 
hold any office in the commune in 
whieh he exercises his ministry. The 
priest, however, declares that he does 
not exercise his duties as priest in 
the commune of Montalieu.

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IMMIGRANTS OF 
A FINE CLASS 


Canada is Securing Settlers of 
the Best Type Possible 


Ottawa, June 19—An G&nalysis of 
Canada’s immigration returns for the 
past two years and a comparison with 
the figures of immigration into the 
United States emphasizes the superior 
ity of the class of immigrants now 
coming to Canada, and answers the 
statements made in some quarters, 
notably by Premier Roblin in his 
speech at Picton recently, to the ef- 
fect that if the present ratio of in- 
crease in the number of foreign-born 
immigrants is continued for a few 
years Canada will soon be overrun by 
‘itizens who have come from foreign 
lands and who will be able to dom- 
inate Canadian politics. The facts are 
that Anglo-Saxon immigration is in- 
creasing at a much more rapid rate 
than immigration from other Euro- 
pean sources, and, as compared with 
the United States, Canada is getting 
a far larger proportion of her new citi- 
zens from the countries considered 
most desirable as sources of supply 


For the last fiseal period ending 
March Slst, British immigration to 
taled 55,791, an increase of 18,170 


over the same period of 1905-06, while 
continental immigration totalled 34,- 
217, an increase of 14,001. The in- 
crease in English immigration was 37 
per cent. and in Seotch immigration 
34 per cent, 

Comparison With United States. 

As compared with the character of 
the immigration into the United 
States, Canada has also much cause 
for gratification, The countries con- 
sidered most desirable from an imimi- 


gration viewpoint are Great Britain 
and Treland, Austria-Hungary, Bel- 
gium, Servia, Montenegro, Denmark, 


Empire, Norway, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Australia, Tas- 
mania and New Zealand. From these 
countries the United States received 
for the fiscal year 1905-06, thirty-eight 
per cent., out of a total immigration 
of 1,100,735, while from Italy alone the 
percentage was 25, and from Russia, 
includinig Finland, came 20 per cent 
of the total, From Russia and Italy 
therefore came last year almost half 
the whole American immigration. 
During the same period Canada re- 
ceived out of a total immigration ol 
189,064 no leas than 56 per cent. from 
the favored countries, from Italy only 
4 per cent. ,and from Russia and Fin- 
land only two per cent. From = the 
United States Canada received thirty 
per cent, of the entire immigration for 
the year, while the United States got 
in return from Canada and = New- 
foundland combined less than one- 
half of one per cent .of her entire im- 
migration,

New York, June 19.—In an attack 
on scientific progress, Professor Bell, 
the Canadian inventor of the tele 
phone, says: 

“T am really a back number in tele- 
phony. As soon as the telephone be- 
came a commercial success [ lost sci 
entific interest in it. Tam not a busi- 
ness man. A thing is interesting to 
me so long as it remains a scientific 
problem. 

“By tive way, one of the letters 
got on my return from Europe con 
tained a telephone company dividend 
check—for exactly $4! That is my 
share in the quarterly or semi-annual 
dividend distribution. 

“That is a small check to be re- 
ceived by a man who is supposed to 
get a royalty on every telephone in 
the world, I know it has afforded 
many’a man a delightful occupation 
to figure out the amount of royalty 
received by me. But all my direct 
financial interest in the telephone is 
represented by that $4 check, 

“When I married I transferred all 


a commercial success. Afterward one 
share was transferred back to me 80 
that my name should appear in the 
list of stockholders. 

“NoLody had any idea then what 
telephone company stock would even- 
tually be worth. It did not greatly 
concern me, My satisfaction lay in 
knowing that I bad made a receiver 
which made the telephone a thing of | 
practical use. Now my interest is in 
a flying machine. 

“While the telephone has come in- 
to general use, another of my in-| 
ventions, and which I consider a! 
greater one, is hardly known. The | 
photophone was produced in 1880. | 
t is only now coming into use in} 
Efforts are still being win tn | 
toward discovering this véry princi | 
ple, namely, the transmitting — of 
speech by light in. tead of by wire. | 
The photophone, or  radiophony, is 
much more wenderfu' than — tele 
phony.”
